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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is the answer to the communication filed on JulylO, 2006, 
which paper has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-19 are pending in this application. 

Response to Arguments/Amendment 

3. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Election/Restriction 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5 and 16-19 drawn to a method for evaluating a product based 
on the sum of component values, classified in class 705, subclass 10. 

II. Claims 6-1 5 drawn to a method of pricing an order for a product based on 
varying lead times during a specified time period, classified in class 705, 
subclass 26. 

5. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 

distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; 
the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05G). In the instant case, the Invention I 
drawn to a method for evaluating a product based on the sum of component values. 
The method comprising: assigning a price to each of a plurality of products, each 
product comprising a plurality of product components, assigning a demand probability

value to each product, calculating a component value for each component, calculating 
prorated values by calculating the difference between the product price and a value of 
the product's other components; calculating a component value as a function of the 
prorated values and the probability values, and calculating a value for each product, 
based on by summing the component values of all components of that product. In 
contrast, the invention II drawn to a method of pricing an order for a product based on 
varying lead times during a specified time period. The method comprising: calculating a 
set of values for a product over a range of available supplies of the product, determining 
a size Q of the order, selecting a set of order points during a time horizon, each order 
point having a lead time LT to the next order point, for a first order point, calculating an 
incremental production quantity as Q/LT, and calculating revenue displaced by the 
incremental production quantity using the product values, calculating an average 
displaced revenue, and calculating the price for the order. Therefore, the invention I and 
II do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive, are not obvious variants and are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
